I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the  year 
1904. 


POPULATION. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  population  at  the  middle  of 
the  year  was  14,114,  and  on  this  number  the  tables  are 
based. 
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BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
554.  This  is  29  greater  than  the  number  for  1903,  and  is 
equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  39’2  per  thousand  per  annum. 
Compared  with  the  figures  for  1903,  there  is  a  decrease  of 
0*3  per  thousand.  Of  the  number  272  were  males,  and  282 
females.  The  birth-rate  in  the  Administrative  County  of 
Durham  was  35*6  per  thousand ;  and  in  England  and 
Wales  27*9.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  was  293,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  20*7  per 
thousand.  In  public  institutions  and  elsewhere  outside 
the  district  38  deaths  occurred  among  persons  who  belong¬ 
ed  to  the  district.  The  total  number  of  deaths  is  therefore 
331.  This  number  is  made  up  of  188  males,  and  143 
females ;  and  the  total  death-rate  is  23*4  per  thousand. 
There  is  an  increase  of  79  over  the  number  for  1903,  and 
the  death-rate  is  5*1  per  thousand  higher.  The  death-rate 
in  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham  was  18*3 ;  and  in 
England  and  Wales  16.2.

The  total  number  of  79  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases 
is  52  more  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  is  equal  to  a 
zymotic  death-rate  of  5*5  per  thousand  as  compared  with 
2'03  for  1903.  The  zymotic  death-rate  in  the  administrative 
county  of  Durham  for  1904  was  2*59  ;  and  in  England  and 
Wales  1.94.

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DISEASES  OF  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  other  diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs,  caused  58  deaths,  which  is  2  more 
than  for  1903.  Phthisis  caused  23  deaths  compared  with 
13  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Tubercular  diseases — other  than  Phthisis — was  8,  which  is 
2  more  than  in  1903. 

Cancer  caused  8  deaths;  14  were  due  to  Premature 
Birth,  and  16  to  Congenital  Debility.

The  increase  is  most  marked  in  the  childhood  section, 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years,  and  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles  which  invaded  Low 
SoLithwick  in  the  autumn.  In  the  close,  badly  ventilated 
apartments  in  that  district  Measles  is  very  fatal. 

Diarrhoea  was  also  very  prevalent  in  the  third  quarter 
of  the  year,  and  was  the  principal  cause  of  the  high  infan¬ 
tile  mortality  rate.  The  prolonged  heat  of  last  summer 
favoured  the  development  of  the  organism  which  is  the 
exciting  cause  of  this  disease,  and  want  of  ventilation, 
improper  feeding,  and  lack  of  cleanliness  all  favour  the 
attack  of  the  organism,  and  were  usually  found  to  be 
associated  with  the  disease. 

Premature  birth  and  debility  at  birth  also  contributed 
to  the  infantile  mortality  rate. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Enteric  Fever.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the 
autumn.  The  character  of  the  weather  at  that  time 
favoured  the  development  of  the  disease.  In  nine  cases 
the  domestic  sanitary  surroundings  were  not  satisfactory. 
One  case  was  imported.  In  the  remaining  thirteen  cases 
no  cause  could  be  stated  for  the  origin  of  the  disease. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

At  no  time  throughout  the  year  was  the  district  long 
free  from  Scarlet  Fever,  usually  of  a  mild  type. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  In  two  of 
these  the  state  of  the  yards  and  out-houses  was  quite 
sufficient  to  account  for  the  existence  of  the  disease.  In 
the  other  three  cases  no  cause  was  apparent. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  third  quarter  of  the 
3^ear,  and  as  has  already  been  stated,  explains  to  a  large 
extent  the  increase  in  the  death  rate. 

WATER. 

With  slight  exception  the  whole  district  obtains  water 
from  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Co.  The 
supply  was  satisfactory  so  far  as  the  service  extended. 
At  the  farms  of  Whitherwack  and  Thistley  Hall  an  efficient 
supply  of  wholesome  water  is  urgently  needed.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  such  a  supply,  especially  to  a  dairy-farm, 
cannot  be  over  estimated. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  building  trade  was  busy  during  the  year  in  order 
to  provide  house  room,  not  only  for  the  overflow  of  the 
native  population,  but  for  whole  families  of  incomers, 
mostly  colliers  who  have  found  work  at  Castletown 
Colliery.  By  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  in  Stoney 
Lane  in  place  of  the  old  property,  a  great  sanitary  im- 
provement  has  been  effected. 
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LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 


JOINT  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  59  cases  were  removed  from  South- 
wick-on-Wear  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital ;  36  cases 
being  Scarlet  Fever,  and  19  Enteric  Fever. 

The  36  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  represent  82  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified, 
and  the  19  Enteric  cases  are  equal  to  53  per  cent,  of  the 
Enteric  notifications. 


SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL. 

There  was  no  Smallpox  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
The  old  Temporary  Isolation  Hospital  was  maintained  for 
the  treatment  of  any  cases  of  Smallpox  that  might  chance 
to  occur ;  though  the  place  becomes  more  and  more  un¬ 
suitable  for  such  a  purpose. 

Southwick-on-Wear  is  one  of  several  districts  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  erection  of  a  Joint  Isolation  Smallpox 
Hospital ;  a  scheme  which  has  received  official  sanction, 
and  is  likely  to  be  carried  into  effect  in  the  near  future. 


BY-LAWS. 

The  new  Building  By-Laws  came  into  operation  on 
24th  November  last. 
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COW-SHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

As  regards  cleanliness,  space,  and  ventilation,  the 
condition  of  the  Cow-Sheds  and  Dairies  was  fairly  good. 

SEWERS.

Owing  to  certain  defects  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  reconstruct  the  sewer  in  West  Back  Wear  Street. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  in  Back  Sunderland  Road, 
East  and  West  Back  Dryden  Street,  Beaumont  Street, 
North  Back  Ridley  Street,  Shakespeare  Street,  Carley 
Hill  Road,  West  Back  Morgan  Street,  West  Back  Edward 
Burdis  Street,  and  Henderson’s  Yard. 

WATER-CLOSETS  AND  ASH-CLOSETS. 

The  scheme  of  replacing  open  middens  with  water- 
closets  and  ash-closets  was  considerably  advanced  during 
the  year.  Most  of  the  new  buildings  have  water-closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  distance  to  be  travelled  in  disposing  of  the 
contents  of  the  middens  and  closets  constitutes  a  great 
and  increasing  difficulty  in  the  method  at  present  in  use  in 
the  scavenging  department.  As  the  year  advanced  there 
was  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  way  in  which  this 
work  was  done  ;  but  the  daily  average  number  of  com¬ 
plaints  and  notices  left  at  the  Council  Offices  about  the 
state  of  the  middens  and  ash-closets,  shows  there  is  room 
for  further  improvement.  The  Council’s  men  do  the 
scavenging  and  cleansing  of  the  ashpits  and  closets.
